SUBJECT: CYPRUS: GREEKS ALEGE CEASE-FIRE VIOLATIONS BY TURKS 

1. EVENING OF JULY 22 GREEK NATO AMBASSADOR CHORAFAS TELEPHONED 
RUMSFELD TO REPORT A NUMBER OF CEASE-FIRE VIOLATIONS BY TURKISH 
FORCES. THESE WERE MOSTLY IN NATURE OF AIR ATTACKS BY SMALL NUMBER 
OF TURKISH AIRCRAFT WHICH OCCURRED WITHIN FIRST FEW HOURS OF 
CEASE-FIRE IN VICINITY OF NICOSIA, AIRPORT, PENTAD AKTYLOS, AND ST. 
HILARION FORTRESS; ALSO ONE GROUND ATTACK IN VICINITY OF KYRENIA. 
CHORAFAS ALSO ALLEGED HEAVY TURKISH REINFORCEMENTS INCLUDING 
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ARMOR AND ARTILLERY WERE LANDED ON ISLAND JUST PRIOR TO CEASE- 
FIRE. THE GREEK AMBASSADOR SAID HE WOULD REPORT THIS SAME INFOR 
MATION TO LUNS AND THE UK CHARGE. 
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2. MORNING OF JULY 23, CHORAFAS SENT LETTER TO LUNS WITH COPY 

TO RUMSFELD AND OTHERS WHICH INCLUDED ALLEGATIONS OF ATROCITIES 
AND VIOLATIONS IN ADDITION TO THOSE HE HAD REPORTED PREVIOUS 
EVENING. THOSE SPECIFIED INCLUDED CONTINUED TURKISH REINFORCEMENTS 
BY SEA, GROUND ATTACKS IN NICOSIA AREA, AND BOMBING OF 
NICOSIA AIRPORT. CHORAFAS ALSO REPORTED THAT SEVEN HOURS AFTER 
CEASE-FIRE TURKISH CHARGE IN NICOSIA STILL HAD NOT SIGNED CEASE- 
FIRE DOCUMENTS, AND THAT EVIDENCE CIRCULATING IN UN PROVED THAT 
TURKISH AIR-FORCES USED NAPALAM DURING THE CONFLICT. OPERATIVE 
WORDS IN CHORAFAS' LETTER TO LUNS ARE "UNDER THOSE CIRCUMSTANCES, 
HOPES FOR REAL PEACE ARE VEY DIM, TO SAY THE LEAST, AND THE 
DANGER OF A WIDENING OF THE CRISIS CAN IN NO WAY BE EXCLUDED IF 
ALLIED GOVERNMENTS DO NOT TAKE IMMEDIATELY ALL STEPS THEY DETERMINE 
NECESSARY TO ACHIEVE RESPECT OF THE CEASE-FIRE BY THE TURKISH SIDE 
AND TO PUT AN END TO TURKISH REINFORCEMENTS FROM THE MAINLAND 
AND TURKISH ATROCITIES IN THE ISLAND." 

3. LUNS HAS CALLED MEETING OF CRYPRUS GROUP AFTERNOON 

JULY 23 TO DISCUSS THESE PROTESTS AND OTHER MATTERS. RUMSFELD 
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
